REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The base claim(s) is/are: 19. 

The present claims are deemed allowable over the references of record since they fail to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed glass substrate. 

While Allaire et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,327,875) in view of Yoneda et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,314,731) and Chiba et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,287,996) and further in view of Ariglio et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,826,772) discloses a glass substrate with etching on opposing surfaces, the 
references fail to disclose the glass substrate includes at least one second side surface at said 
outermost peripheral edge of said first principle surface, the at least one second side surface is 
substantially perpendicular to said first principal surface and includes a second laser mark 
formed thereon, the second laser mark extends from said peripheral edge of said first principal 
surface along said at least one second side surface for a depth of 0.06 mm or more and said depth 
of said first laser mark is different from said depth of said second laser mark.
